The generalissimo urged th a t the 
Allies n.ake grea ter use of Chinese 
forces. He pointed out it was more 
economical to train and equip Chi­ 
nese troops to fight the Japanese 
Won the China m ainland th a n to 
send troops here from abroad. 
Asked w hat he th ought about 
Japan's collapse, Chiang said, “It 
would be difficult to bring about 
the unconditional surrender of Ja- 
w pa n, therefore the w ar ran end 
only with the total defeat of J a ­ 
pan.” 
Chiang said he believed a land­ 
ing on the China coast would be 
necessary even if there was a land­ 
i n g on the Japanese mainland. He 
said the 800,000 Chinese puppet 
troops fighting under the Japanese 
m ight join the Allies in the event 
of a China invasion. 
It was Chiang's third press con- 
W ference of the war. He received 
the press at national governm ent 
headq uarters. He wore a khaki un­ 
iform and appeared to

DIET AND HEALTH 


Administering Penicillin 


Br HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
W H E N E V E R a new method of 
treatm ent is discovered and found 
to b e worthwhile, efforts follow to 
make the treatm ent sim p ler and 
more effective. 
This has happened in the case 
of the w onder-working drug, pen­ 
icillin. When penicillin was first 
employed, in p ractically all in­ 
stances it was used b y injection 
into a vein. A method known as 
continuous drip was employed, 
which means tha t a solution con­ 
taining the penicillin was allowed 
to flow into a vein slowly over a 
period of 24 hours or longer. Then, 
later on, the drug was given b y in­ 
jection into a vein every three or 
four hours, day and n ight Still 
later, it was used b y injecting it 
into the muscle, b ut such injections 
also had to b e given a t frequent 
intervals 
Shrinking Blood Vessels 
Recently, Doctor W illiam M. 
Parkins and his co-workers of the 
U niversity of Pennsylvania have 
b een using penicillin mix ed w ith 
gelatin and a drug like ephedrine, 
which has the effect of shrinking 
the b lood vessels. When this m ix ­ 
tu re is used, the penicillin is more 
slowly ab sorb ed or taken up b y the 
b ody, rem ains in the b lood for a 
longer period of tim e, and the 
num b er of injections may b e cut 
from eight a day to three a day. 
Of course, the continuous in tra ­ 
venous drip method is still widely 
used. 


P atients may take penicillin b y 
swallowing it in the form of a pill 
or gelatin capsule instead of b y 
injections. Recently a m ix ture of 
penicillin w ith cotton seed oil p ut 
into gelatin capsules, has b een de­ 
veloped. The gelatin capsule pro­ 
tects the penicillin from the acid 
of the stom ach. The stomach acid 
rap idly destroys penicillin. When 
the capsule of the penicillin gets 
into the intestine, it b reaks open 
and the drug is ab sorb ed into the 
b lood from the small intestine. 
There are also w afers containing 
penicillin for treatin g sore throat 
and tonsillitis. 


Capsule Method 


Tests not only with anim als, b ut 
also with hum an p atients, showed 
the method of giving the pen­ 
icillin in capsules is effective in 
keeping a sufficient am ount of the 
drug in 
the 
b lood 
for action 
against infections which may b e 
p resent in the b ody. 


It is true tha t more penicillin 
must b e employed when it is given 
in this way, b ut since it is more 
easily adm inistered and a less 
highly refined p roduct is needed, 
this new method may entirely sup­ 
p lant the injection form of tre a t­ 
ment in the future. Of course, with 
the capsules, it is necessary to de­ 
term ine its ex act effectiveness, b ut 
it would ap p ear tha t it will not b e 
long b efore penicillin may b e used 
to a greater ex tent b y adm inistra­ 
tion through the mouth.

WHENEVER a new method of 
treatment is discovered and found 
to be worthwhile, efforts follow to 
make the treatment simpler and 
more effective. 
This has happened in the case 
of the wonder-working drug, pen­ 
icillin. When penicillin was first 
employed, in practically all in­ 
stances it was used by injection 
into a vein. A method known as 
continuous drip was employed, 
which means that a solution con­ 
taining the penicillin was allowed 
to flow into a vein slowly over a 
period of 24 hours or longer. Then, 
later on, the drug w’as given by in­ 
jection into a vein every three or 
four hours, day and night. Still 
later, it was used by injecting it 
into the muscle, but such injections 
also had to be given at frequent 
internals 
Shrinking Blood Vessels 
Recently, Doctor William M. 
Parkins and his eo-workers of the 
University of Pennsylvania have 
been using penicillin mixed with 
gelatin and a drug like ephedrine, 
which has the effect of shrinking 
the blood vessels. When this mix­ 
ture is used, the penicillin is more 
slowly absorbed or taken up by the 
body, remains in the blood for a 
longer period of time, and the 
number of injections may be cut 
from eight a day to three a day. 
Of course, the continuous intra­ 
venous drip method is still widely 
used. 


Patients may take penicillin by 
swallowing it in the form of a pill 
or gelatin capsule instead of by 
injections. Recently a mixture of 
penicillin with cotton seed oil put 
into gelatin capsules, has been de­ 
veloped. The gelatin capsule pro­ 
tects the penicillin from th# acid 
of the stomach. The stomach acid 
rapidly destroys penicillin. When 
the capsule of the penicillin gets 
into the intestine, it breaks open 
and the drug is absorbed into the 
blood from the small intestine. 
There are also wafers containing 
penicillin for treating sore throat 
and tonsillitis. 


Capsule Method 


Tests not only with animals, but 
also with human patients, showed 
the method of giving the pen­ 
icillin in capsules is effective in 
keeping a sufficient amount of the 
drug in the blood for action 
against infections which may be 
present in the body. 
It is true that more penicillin 
must be employed when it is given 
in this way, but since it is mort 
easily administered and a less 
highly refined product is needed, 
this new method may entirely sup­ 
plant the injection form of treat­ 
ment in the future. Of course, with 
the capsules, it is necessary to de­ 
termine its exact effectiveness, but 
it would appear that it will not be 
long before penicillin may be used 
to a greater extent by administra­ 
tion through the mouth.
